•Washington, u n l i k e other great capitals of the 


world, is not thc metropolis as well as the politi- 
cal center oC thc country. London. Paris, Berlin, 
Rome. Tokyo and every other capital city oC im- 
portance in thc world is also thc largest city of 
its nation. .Paris had no great difficulty in as- 
similating tho huge delegations which poured into 
it at Ihc time ot the peace conference. The case 
of Washington is different. 


There is discussion now of a world financial 


conference in-Washington nt the same lime thai 
the disarmament parleys are under way. 
Thc two 


questions arc so woven together that limitation 
of armaments cannot well be considered apart 
from Internationa! finances and trade. As a mat- 
tor ot fact, it is doubtful if the disarmament con- 
gress would have a fair chance of success, or 
would have been held, unless the world's great 
nations wore in debt, their people supporting.an 
almost crushing burden oC taxation .which, thc

and

These two great meetings will bring to Wash-
